All four of us climbed in. Lau- 
rie and Dwight fidgeted with a 
some knobs, levers and buttons 
and the radio cracked a few 
inaudible words.

AHS to push for 
two assistant 
principals

Timothy Thomas, the new Andover 
High School principal, will go before 
the School Committee Tuesday, Aug. 
27, to defend maintaining the status 
quo of two assistant principals at the 
school. 

Committee member Richard Hub- 
bell believes another staff configura- 
tion at Andover High would be less 
costly than restoring the $58,000 posi- 
tion recently vacated when the com- 
mittee chose Mr. Thomas to replace 
retiring Principal Wilbur Hixon. 

Currently, Steve Richardsqn is the 
only assistant principal employed by 
the high school. He is in charge of 
attendance and discipline. 

The School Committee told Superin- 
tendent Mark McQuillan it may not fill 
the position if funding falls short. The 
job is now internally posted with a con- 
ditional provision noting the job is sub- 
ject to funding. 

Dr. McQuillan told the committee at 
its July 23 meeting that he believes a 
second assistant principal would mean 
Mr. Thomas would be free to pursue 
recommendations made a few months 
ago by an outside accreditation com- 
mittee. : 

Mr. Hixon and Mr. Richardson were 
also invited to the Aug. 27 meeting to 
present arguments for hiring a second 
assistant principal for the 1,200-student 
high school.

Andover Bank 
notes more loss 


Andover Bancorp Inc., parent company of 


Andover Savings Bank, expects to add 


approximately $16 million to its provision for 
possible loan losses for the second quarter of 


1991. After the provision and allowing for 
charge-offs, the reserve for possible loan loss- 


es is expected to amount to $26 million as of 


June 30. This addition to the reserve will 
result in a second-quarter and year-to-date 
loss. 

Non-accrual loans totaled approximately 
$58 million and other real estate owned 
approximated $23 million at June 30, 1991, 
This compares to $33.6 million and $25 mil- 
lion, respectively, at March 31. 

The expected reserve balance of $26 mil- 
lion at June 30, which is after net charge-offs 
and additions, is equal to approximately 44 
percent of non-accruing loans and 6 percent 
of loans outstanding.

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Ex-bank VP 
alleged to hold 
Swiss accounts

An Andover resident arrested two weeks 
ago and charged with embezzlement of funds 
from Shawmut Bank, and his wife, control “a 
substantial” sum of money possibly in 
excess of $1 million in Swiss bank 
accounts, according to federal investigators. 

Peter J. Regan, 49, of 72 Salem St., was 
arrested by federal agents July 17 at his 
home and charged with embezzlement and 
misapplication of federally insured funds 

The alleged embezzlement was from a 
division of Shawmut that helped businesses 
work out bad loans. Mr. Regan was senior 
vice president of that division before he was 
fired July 5 in relation to the embezzlement 
investigation, according to reports. 

Mr. Regan is free on $156,000 cash secur- 
ing a $200,000 bond, and sinee his arrest has 
entered McLean Hospital, a private psychi- 
atric hospital in Belmont, according to testi 
mony during a bail hearing Monday, July 29. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Ralph Boyd 
requested an increase in the bail to $500,000 
securing a $5 million bond in light of the new 
information about the Swiss accounts. 

Investigators have confirmed $283,000 was 
transfered to a Swiss account from an 
account Mr. Regan controlled at BayBank, 
according to Mr. Boyd. The balances in sev- 
eral Swiss accounts in the name of Mr. 
Regan and his wife, Julie Regan, contain 
additional substantial sums of money, accor- 
ing to the U.S. attorney. 

Mrs. Regan has power of attor ney on all 
the Swiss accounts, Mr. Boyd said. 

In addition to his home here and one in 
New Hampshire, real estate controlled by 
Mr. Regan includes at least one condomini 
um at Rowes Wharf in Boston and another in 
Naples, Fla., both in the name of his son. Mr. 
Regan also has $78,000 invested in another 
property in Naples, according to investiga- 
tors. 

Mrs. Regan has not been charged with any 
crime by federal authorities. Investigators 
have alleged that Mr. Regan also used the 
names of friends and acquaintances to set up 
bogus bank accounts without their knowl- 
edge. 

The bail hearing was continued, and a 
probable cause hearing on the charges is 
scheduled for Tuesday, Aug. 6.

June to cut its $50,700 operating cost from 
the town budget. But local landscapers, as 
well as residents, now have to pay to dispose 
their clippings, brush and loam out of town. 

“We dumped there at least a couple times 
a day,” said William Ferris, owner of Vale 
Landscaping, at 5 River Park Terrace in Bal- 
lardvale. 

Mr. Ferris said that he’s managed so far 
to find creative uses for clean fill, to keep 
down weeds in gardens or to build up the 
yard of one of his employees, but those 
options are limited.

New immunization 
rules go into effect 


One measles shot not enough 


The Public Health Council has 
approved a revised set of school 
immunization regulations. 


Effective Aug. 1, a second dose of 


measles vaccine is mandatory 
before students can enter sev- 
enth grade or college. 

Entry to kindergarten re- 
quires a minimum of four doses 
of diphtheria, tetanus and per- 


tussis vaccine; three doses of 


trivalent polio vaccine; one dose 
of measles, mumps and rubella 
vaccine, given at or after 12 
months of age; and a lead poison- 
ing screening test. 

All of the above must be veri- 
fied by a physician’s certificate. 

In the past few years, out- 


breaks of measles have been 
reported nationwide. According 
to the Department of Public 
Health, the majority of these cas- 
es have occurred in individuals 
who have already been immu- 
nized, thus suggesting that a sin- 
gle dose of measles-mumps- 
rubella vaccine may not provide 
adequate protection against 
measles. 

This is the reason for the new 
additional requirement of a sec- 
ond dose before the seventh 
grade. This will extend in 1996 to 
children seeking admission to 
grades seven through 12, said a 
spokesperson for the Department 
of Public Health, 


Student's Ecuador trip 
earns her 2nd ‘family’ 


Jennifer A. Lewis, daughter of 
George and Diane Lewis of 5 Bay- 
berry Lane, is spending six 
weeks in Ecuador living with her

She will then fly to the Galapa- 
gos Islands, 600 miles off 
Ecuador’s Pacific coast. Ms. 
Lewis will sail to several of the 
13 main islands to study some of 
the world’s most 
spectacular and un- 
spoiled ecosystems. 

The Galapagos are 
home to colonies of 
marine iguanas, Ant- 
arctic penguins, blue- 
footed boobies, fur 
seals and sea lions, 
.. mangrove forests and 
i flamingo lagoons. 
Ms. Lewis will hike 
to volcanic summits 
and will be able to 
visit the Charles Dar- 
win Research Sta- 
tion, housed on Santa 
Cruz Island. She will also have 
the chance to see the famous 500- 
pound tortoises for which the 
islands are named. 

There are 56 resident bird 
species on the islands, 27 of 
which can be found only there. 
From highlands to shorelines, 
almost 900 species of plants have 
been recorded, and 200 of those 
grow only in the Galapagos. 

Ms. Lewis hopes to learn more 
about Latin American culture, 
improve her Spanish fluency 
and pursue her interest in inter- 
national studies.

PALS students study Big Dig 


Would you like to be a marine biologist, 
engineer, architectural designer, city plan- 
ner or even a rat catcher? 

These are the roles the PALS eighth- 
graders have been considering for the past 
few weeks. With their teachers they have 
been traveling to Boston to initiate a detailed 
study of the Central Artery and Third Har- 
bor Tunnel, more commonly called “The Big 
Dig.” 

They met in the project headquarters July 
10 to get an overview of the project and evalu- 
ate the different plans for interchanges on 
the room-sized model of the city. A walking 
tour of South Station area allowed the stu- 
dents to view the Central Artery and the 
great resources of Boston Harbor. Class time 
was spent considering and writing about 
conflicting issues which The Big Dig would 
create and solve. 

The second field trip on July 17 took the 
eighth-graders to Spectacle Island in Boston 
Harbor. This small uninhabited island was a 
garbage dump for Boston for many years and 
will receive 3 million cubic yards of dirt from 
the project. With the advice of senior scien- 
tist Dr. Bruce Colvin the PALS students 
investigated the environmental issues and 
possible uses for the island once fill is added 
and the island is “capped off.” 

The students’ ideas included making 
parks for people, erecting camping areas, 
bringing in more animals or leaving it for 
the animals already there. 

The third trip to the Boston project on 
July 24 gave the students an opportunity to 
plan the uses of the land freed up by the 
depression of the Central Artery under the 
city. 

The students met with the community 
liaisons of the project from the North End 
and Chinatown. The students’ efforts at city 
planning will be continued when the tutor- 
ing program of PALS resumes during the

Harrison Ford 
plays the 
penitent child

In the beginning of Regarding Henry 
everything regarding Henry Turner — played 
surprisingly well by Harrison Ford — is nega- 
tive. He’s an attorney who will lie, cheat and 
steal to win a case. He is arrogant and conde- 
scending. 

At home, his family life is almost non- 
existent. His relationship with his wife 
(Annette Bening) is limited to an exchange of 
catty remarks about friends. He demands 
that his 11-year-old daughter (Mikki Allan) 
act like an adult. He smokes 
incessantly and drinks a lot 
too. 

All that changes late one 
evening when Henry goes to 
the store for a pack of ciga- 
rettes. Inadvertently inter- 
rupting a holdup, he is shot 
in the head and chest and left 
to die. 

He survives, but his memory, ability to 
speak and motor skills do not. Now he even 
needs help distinguishing a triangle from 
other shapes. (“I’ll give you a hint,” the 
nurse says gently. “It’s green.”) 

With the help of his physical therapist, 
played well, if a bit flamboyantly, by Bill 
Nunn, Henry slowly recovers. 

When he returns home, he gets to know 
his daughter. His wife’s tenacious devotion 
and his new awareness fills the shell of their 
marriage with love and tenderness. 

When Henry returns to work, all he is 
able to do is reread his old cases. He soon 
realizes that as an attorney he had no scru- 
ples and caused the suffering of many inno- 
cent people. He is disgusted by the man he 
was. The rest of the film shows him facing 
that and attempting to rectify past wrongs. 

Harrison Ford is excellent. There is no 
sense of “Indiana Jones goes to New York 
and gets shot in the head.” He is Henry - in 
both his incarnations. 

Ms. Bening is great as the supportive wife 
who tries to make it all work. And newcomer 
Allan completely fills the role of the daugh- 
ter who is wise beyond her years. 

Henry's weakness is not in the area of per- 
formance but in Jeffrey Abrams’ script. 
There is no subtlety. At certain points in the 
film he might as well have placed flashing 
subtitles reading: “This is funny. Laugh.” or 
“Feel real warm and tender.” 

No one in production backed away from 
using cute gimmicks — which is unfortunate 
since you feel an obligation to emote rather 
than the emotion itself. 

And it’s too easy. Henry goes from evil to 
good without a lot of struggle. He is like a 
penitent child saying: “I was bad.” 

This is a film that is supposed to remind 
us of “what's really important” and perhaps 
it does, but it’s too blatant and has a tenden- 
cy to preach rather than show.

Arts council budget cut by 72 percent 


The Massachusetts Cultural Council was 
awarded $3.6 million of funding for fiscal 
1992, but still reported almost three-quarters 
of cuts in appropriations. 

“Last week we were thrilled that we were 
alive. But this 
week we are 
faced with the 
reality of a 72 
percent cut, It 
is very difficult, 
and the council 
must evaluate programming and staff 
issues,” said Josiah A. Spaulding Jr., chair- 
man of the council’s board. 

The arts council has already laid off 18 
staff, including its executive director. 

Mr. Spaulding said the organization needs 
to evaluate programming and staff issues in 
light of severely reduced appropriations for 
fiscal ’92. 

“We need to rebuild the arts in Massa- 
chusetts, and this is the opportunity to estab- 
lish our priorities and goals,” he said. “We 
need to explore and create public and private 
partnerships for the future.” 

The council will announce its budget 
plans at a board meeting today. 

The Mass. Cultural Council supports pub- 
lic programs, the arts, humanities and sci- 
ences through grants and other services. It 
also funds 335 local arts councils, including 
Andover’s. 

The money comes from the Massachusetts 
Megabucks lottery program. 

The council has supported Andover orga- 
nizations such as the Northeast Document 
Conservation Center, Andover Endowment

Bernadette Mosala, from Johannes- 
burg and Soweto, said what the teach- 
ers learned in Andover was invaluable. 

“There’s no book to contain that. 
There’s none,” she said. “For the first 
time, I'm writing about my life, my 
experiences. The program is going to 
enable all of the teachers to discover 
their voice. 

“It has a special meaning because 
the South African society is quiet, and 
a closed one.” 

She hopes that what the teachers 
learned here will lead to more South 
Africa children being heard. 

“It is important for South Africa to 
get to this voice, to discover this voice, 
especially for children,” she said. “It’s 
therapeutic and informative.” 

Ms. Mosala said the people of Johan- 
nesburg and Soweto are alive and 
vibrant. 

“It is this diversity of these people 
that needs to be captured, constructive- 
ly and positively engaged,” she said. 

The 12 South Africans, from places 
such as Johannesburg, Cape Town, 
Bophutatswana, Qwaqwa and Pretoria, 
along with 11 American teachers from 
inner-city schools, mostly in New Jer- 
sey and Ohio, took part in the Andover 
Bread Loaf Program at PA. 

The Bread Loaf School of English is 
a writing program based at Middle- 
bury College, in Vermont. The pro- 
gram uses a variety of workshops to 
teach writing, but more importantly in 
this case, to help teachers learn new 
approaches to teach and inspire writ- 
ing in students. Students from 
Lawrence also took part in many of the 
workshops with the teachers. 

“We've had a very special four 
weeks. For me, it’s been a dream come 
true,” said Vuyelwa Maqubela, direc- 
tor of the South African program. 

Ms. Maqubela came to Andover five 
years ago from South Africa to marry 
her husband, Temba, who has been in 
exile in this country since 1976. 

“Tm not in exile. I’m just married to 
exile,” she said with a laugh. 

Mr. Maqubela fled from South 
Africa because he was wanted by the 
government for suspected political 
activities. He now teaches chemistry at 
Phillips Academy. 

Readings humorous, serious 

The South African and American 
teachers concluded their studies last 
Thursday morning by reading one or 
two of their own works. Some were 
humorous, some deep, others apprecia- 
tive for the workshop. 

Rita Duda, of Cleveland, Ohio, read 
two pieces, one about the hard realities 
of life for some people in the United 
States. The other, Whose fault is it?, was 
a humorous piece that “blamed” differ- 
ent members of the class for things she 
learned during the program, things 
she knew had changed her life forever. 

Another teacher, Elizabeth Anne 
White, of Worcester, read I Must Write, 
a story of her own efforts to complete 
her writing assignments during the 
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South Africans: ‘I’m writing about my life’

heat wave of the last few weeks. 

Pat Dressler, from Cleveland, Ohio, 
read a piece she wrote about New Eng- 
land and addressed it to the South 
Africans. 

“T would tell you about New Eng- 
land, that you may learn about me. Tell 
me about South Africa, that I may 
learn about you,” Ms. Dressler wrote. 

Noleen Kgosikoma, one of the South 
African teachers, complied. She read a 
piece in Satswana, a South African 
dialect, which stressed the value of 
exposing inner-city children to the lev- 
el of writing encouraged by Bread 
Loaf. She read with great emotion and 
evoked a trill from the South Africans, 
a combination whistle and whoop of 
applause that means “right on.” 

Deborah Pelle, from Johannesburg, 
expressed her appreciation for the 
workshops, then read a piece about the 
drudgery of a typical day in the life of a 
working South African woman. 

Joan Mofokeng, of Johannesburg, 
read what she said was a true story, / 
Remember, a tale about her and her 
husband being beaten by white South 
African police during an unprovoked 
raid on their home. She was distressed 
that “not even a bird in the sky” was 
there to take a picture and bear wit- 
ness to the brutality of the police. 

This reading must have been 
poignant to many in the group, but par- 
ticularly to Nthabiseng Mabuaza, a 
teen-age South African girl now living 
in Cambridge with her family and 
attending Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School. 

Ms. Mabuza was living in Botswana 
in 1986 when she was shot during a 
police action similar to the one 
described in the reading. Knocked 
down by three police bullets in the 
back and left for dead, she had gotten 
up and begun to hobble away when she 


was shot four more times. She is now 
paralyzed from the waist down and 
uses a wheelchair. 

Ms. Mabuza came to the workshop 
last year as a student and discovered 
her hidden talent — writing. She was 
back this year to share some of her 
work with the new students. 

Ms. Maqubela said the goals for 
bringing the South African teachers 
here was to get them out of South 
Africa and into a place where they 
could think freely, “to feel free, to be in 
a place they are not oppressed,” and to 
expose them to different teaching 
styles. 

After the readings last Thursday, 
the South Africans, the American 
teachers and the students from 
Lawrence gathered at the house of Lou 
Bernieri, head of the Andover Bread 
Loaf Program, for a cookout. 

Some of the Africans talked more 
intimately of what the program meant 
to them. None of the South Africans 
knew each other until they met in 
Johannesburg one month earlier to 
come to Andover. 


Sharif Pandur, of Cape Town, said 
he learned to articulate his method of 
teaching, to break down the patterns of 
teaching into describable parts, so he 
can now teach others. 

Mr. Pandur helps organize similar 
workshops on methodology at the Uni- 
versity of Cape Town. 

“T want to go back home. There is a 
lot of work to be done there,” Mr. Pan- 
dur said. 

The war against apartheid is fought 
on many fields: armed struggle, gov- 
ernment talks. Education is another 
form of battle, according to Mr. Pan- 
dur. 

“T see myself as a soldier. Bantu edu- 
cation is the enemy,” he said. 


Three levels of education exist in 
South Africa, one for whites, one for 
coloreds, and Bantu, a form of educa- 
tion used to train blacks and designed 
to keep them from advancing in soci- 
ety. 

“Education was used to oppress us. 
But I feel it is through education that 
we can liberate ourselves,” Mr, Pandur 
said. 

Going home 

Ms. Maqubela hopes to increase the 
South Africans’ participation in the 
writing program, 

Last year only one South African 
came to the program with funds raised 
by that teacher’s school, This year 
more South Africans were able to take 
part because they received funds from 
other sources, including the United 
States-South African Leader Exchange 
Program, a Washington, D.C., based 
group that raises funds from the corpo- 
rate and foundation community. 

Some of the American teachers will 
gather for a reunion when they return 
to PA in January to report on how they 
have progressed with what they’ve 
learned. Another reunion may take 
place in South Africa later. 

The Maqubelas plan to go to South 
Africa this December, not to stay, but 
for a visit. It will be his first visit back 
to his homeland in almost 16 years. 
The freeing last year of Nelson Man- 
dela, leader of the African National 
Congress, and other moves by the 
South African government toward dis- 
mantling apartheid make the couple 
believe it is now safe for Mr. Maqubela 
to return. 


“We are hoping he will be safe,” Ms. 
Maqubela said. “It is time now for him 
to go back.” 

“Finally, I am going home,” Mr. 
Magqubela said.

She brings this strength and posi- 
tive outlook to the AIDS support group 
in Andover at Christ Church on Cen- 
tral Street. She started attending the 
group after getting involved with the 
Visiting Nurse Association HomeCare 
Inc., a non-profit subsidiary of the 
Home Health Foundation. 

Although she began attending the 
group for herself, she now believes 
she’s emotionally strong enough to 
help others also. She’s accepted her 
life, and she’s determined to help oth 
ers through their illness. 

She hasn’t attended the support 
group recently, but says she'll go back 
Soon. 

“There’s a woman I know in the 
group who really needs me,” she says. 

Ms, Murdock admits she didn’t lead 
a good life before her diagnosis five 
years ago. She left home and used 
drugs at the age of 11. It had nothing to 
do with peer pressure. Ms. Murdock 
sdys she just wanted to get high. 

“T was drinking, smoking pot, taking 
acid, Percodan and barbiturates,” she 
says. 

She became involved with an older 
man who was able to get alcohol and 
drugs, and she continued to take them 
until she couldn’t stop. Later, she pro- 
eyessed to cocaine and heroin and 
became an intravenous drug user. 

Relations with her father were 
strained and she considered herself to 
be the rebellious “black sheep of the 
family.” 

“My father was the tough militant 
type,” she says. 

After analyzing her relationship 
with her father, who has since died, 
she says she now believes she was ulti- 
mately looking for love. 

She doesn’t, however, blame him. In 
fact, she doesn’t blame anyone but her- 
self, 

“T did the drugs,” she says. 

In order to get them, Ms. Murdock 
turned to prostitution. She says the 
transition of using drugs to sleeping 
with men to get them wasn’t very diffi- 
cult because she was “hooked.” 

“T didn’t care about anything but 
getting the drugs,” she says. 

She voluntarily admitted herself 
into rehabilitation centers approxi- 
mately six different times, but that 
didn’t work. Once again, she blames 
herself. 

“The only way it helps is if the per- 
son has the desire to stop,” she says. 

Many times, her boyfriend would 
bring the drugs to her room at the 
rehabilitation center during private 
visits. 

Years ago, she was admitted to a 
center after trying to commit suicide. 
She says she was so far down the pit, 
she wanted to end her life. 

Later, she was back on drugs again. 

Leading a life with so many risks 
brought its share of consequences. Five 
years ago, she was arrested on drug 
charges and given the choice to go to 
jail or Youth Challenge, a Christian 
program in Virginia for anyone inter-

The AIDS support group in 
Andover meets every Thursday from 
7 to 9 p.m, at Christ Church on Cen- 
tral Street.

Nine months prior to learning she 
was HIV positive, she straightened out 
her life and got off drugs. 

Despite her new lifestyle, Ms. Mur- 
dock was faced with a challenge she 
didn’t expect. 

She went to a hospital in Virginia 
because she had a bad cold and her doc- 
tor asked if she wanted to be tested for 
the AIDS virus. 

She agreed. 

She now realizes she knew, “deep 
down,” that she had the virus. 

Ms. Murdock believes that in many 
cases, people who are afflicted know,

problems and fears.

During each meeting, Ms. Bresna- 
han, or another member, opens the 
meeting and explains the purpose of 
it, which is to discuss all concerns 
openly. Ms. Bresnahan and other pro- 
fessional staff are on hand to answer 
medical questions about medication 
or treatment. A social worker is aso 
present to advise participants. 

At the closing of each meeting, par- 
ticipants join hands and pray. 


but are afraid to find out for sure. 

She wanted to know. 

A couple of days later, she went 
back to the office and asked for the 
results. 

“My legs were shaking,” she says. =I 
asked someone to just give me the 
results, but they said I had to wait. I 
knew then that I had it.” 

She says when she heard someone 
call for a counselor, she was sure the 
results were positive. 

“I cried,” she says. “I think they 
were expecting me to flip out, but I 
didn’t. I just sat there and cried and 
then asked them how long I had to 
live.” 

The doctor told her she had four

years to live.That was five years ago. 

“T don’t think they should have told 
me I had four years,” she says. “They 
had no right to put a time on a disease 
that’s so unpredictable.” 

After the prognosis, Ms. Murdock 
says she became angry. 

“T had gone to that Christian pro- 
gram, and I had been a Christian for 
nine months,” she says. “ I got pissed at 
God. I had straightened out my life and 
came off of heroin and coke. I had done 
everything God could possibly want 
me to do, and then all of a sudden... 
kabang.”’ 

After learning about her life 
expectancy, Ms. Murdock says she 
couldn’t handle facing her disease, so 
she started using drugs again. During 
this time, she was beaten up because of 
drugs and was close to death. She 
underwent surgery twice to get her 
face put back together. 

At that point, she says she realized 
God didn’t give her the disease to hurt 
her. 

“He gave me AIDS to give me life,” 
she says. “It’s made me realize the 
quality of life. He took a death sentence 
and gave me life out of it.” 

The temptation to use drugs is an 
urge Ms. Murdock says never goes 
away. She fights off temptation by 
praying. 

“T keep myself busy so I don’t think 
about it,” she says. “I also weigh the 
pros and cons of it. I think about what's 
going to happen if I do go out there. 
One shot will be the death of me.” 

To keep busy, she takes walks, reads 
the Bible, talks to friends from New 
England Bible Church, and friends 
from the VNA. 

Because she’s outlived the four 
years doctors predicted, she is more 
determined then ever to do something 
with her life before she dies. 

She speaks at schools and at New 
England Bible Church, and is never at 
a loss for words when asked about the 
fears the public has. 

“The public is uninformed about 
AIDS,” she says. 

Ms. Murdock wants to teach people 
about AIDS before she dies. She also 
wants to help others afflicted with the 
disease. 

She doesn’t get angry when she 
meets people who are afraid of AIDS. 

“AIDS is death,” she says. “There 
are a lot of people out there who are 
really afraid of death, and when you're 
looking at it straight in the face, they 
don’t want to see it.” 

With fear, Ms. Murdock believes 
comes rejection. 

“I’ve experienced rejection,” she 
says. “But I’ve realized if a person 
doesn’t accept you then it’s their prob- 
lem, not yours.” 

Throughout her illness, Ms. Mur- 
dock says she’s found out who her real 
friends are. After 16 years, she was 
once again reunited with her family in 
September. They worry about her, but 
support her. They live in Maryland, 
but she says they know she can take

letters each week from women who 
have already been helped by the 
domestic violence legislation she 
authored and helped push through the 
Legislature earlier this year. 

Former Gov. Dukakis signed the 
Act to Further Protect Abused Persons 
into law Jan. 31. Gov. Weld’s Domestic 
Violence Implementation Committee 
has been working since that time with 
the various branches of law enforce- 
ment and government agencies to coor- 
dinate implementation of the law. 


“Traditionally the whole issue of 


domestic violence has been swept 
under the carpet,” said Ms. Tucker. 

“The laws essentially haven’t been 
changed since 1978. They’ve needed 
changing for quite some time, because 
quite simply they weren’t working,” 
she said. 

The statistics A 

Ms. Tucker credits former U.S. Sur- 
geon General C. Everett Coop for plac- 
ing a national spotlight on domestic 
violence as a primary health issue in 
the mid-1980s. 

According to government health fig- 
ures: 

+ One woman is murdered every 22 
days in Massachusetts by a partner or 
former partner. 

+ Four women were murdered by 
their partners last April in Mas- 
sachusetts. Three of the women had 
restraining orders issued against their 
partners at the time they were killed. 

+ Two of the four murdered were 
shot in front of their children. 

* One third of all the women treated 
in emergency rooms nationwide are 
victims of domestic violence. 

* Only 5 percent of convicted batter- 


Linda Murdock is dying of, and living with, 
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care of herself. 
Despite considering herself a loner, 


Ms. Murdock has no shortage of 


friends. Pictures of children adorn her 
walls. 

“They’re my nieces and nephews,” 
she says. 

Actually, they aren’t related to her. 
They are children she knows from 
teaching Sunday school at church who 
call her “Aunty” and whom she loves 
like her own. 

One child, Scott, has made quite an 
impact in her life. Every Monday, she 
visits him at St. Anne’s, a home for 
troubled and abused children in 
Methuen. She says he has had a trou- 
bled life, but would love to have him as 
her own. 

She can’t because she has AIDS. 

Not being able to adopt Scott isn’t 
the only problem she has faced since 
learning she had AIDS. She has other 
medical problems, too. 

While on a hospital visit for an 
infection due to cervical cancer, a doc- 
tor refused her treatment on four dif- 


ers ever receive treatment or counsel- 
ing. 
Changing the laws 

The rewritten law has changes rang- 
ing from the definition of a batterer 
and the roles of police and the courts, 
to required the treatment for convicted 
batters. 

Under the new law, former in-laws 
and those in dating relationships are 
considered family members and are 
subject to arrest. Previously, many 
women in dating relationships had dif- 
ficulty getting restraining orders 
against boyfriends or former 
boyfriends, said Ms, Tucker. 

“That is a very important provision, 
Some of the worst violence was coming 
when relationships broke up,” she 
said. 

One of the phone calls Ms. Tucker 
recently received came from a young 
woman who wanted to thank her. She 
had called the police and was able to 
get a restraining order against her for- 
mer boyfriend without any hesitation. 
The woman told Ms, Tucker she had 
friends who weren't so fortunate in the 
past. 

Arrests 

The law requires police to arrest 
anyone who violates a restraining 
order, even if a victim is unwilling to 
press charges. Ms. Tucker said in some 
cases games were being played by peo- 
ple who took out restraining orders 
against a batterer and then refused to 
press charges when it was violated. 

“That isn’t fair for women who real- 


ly need them. This legislation says 


clearly — a 209A restraining order is a 
court order and if you violate it you 
will be arrested. For too long it was up 
to the discretion of the women, the 
police and the court judges,” she said. 


ferent occasions. 

Finally, she asked the doctor if it 
had anything to do with the fact that 
she was HIV positive. The doctor didn’t 
answer. 

“T took that as a yes,” she says. 

Ms. Murdock didn’t yell; she didn’t 
even get upset. Instead, she went to 
another doctor in Boston. She says she 
probably could have sued the first doc- 
tor, but then added, “Why should I bur- 
den someone else because of my dis- 
ease.” 

Since then, she underwent surgery 
for a hysterectomy. 

Despite all of this, Ms. Murdock isn’t 
afraid of death. She takes one day at a 
time and says if the Lord decides to 
take her, she’s ready. “If he takes me, 
then I’ll be in heaven and I'll be more 
than happy to be there.” 

Although fear doesn’t seem to be 
part of her life, Ms. Murdock still has 
things she wants to do before she dies. 

She wants to see an AIDS ministry 
established that is available to people 
who have AIDS, and is calling the 
speakers bureau in Boston, where she 
will receive training and then speak at 
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Susan Tucker 


In the past, many police depart- 
ments believed domestic calls were out 
of their jurisdiction, said Ms. Tucker. 

“They would take the husband out 
and walk him around the block until 
he cooled down,” she said. 


Treatment for batterers 

Ms. Tucker said society’s tolerance 
of domestic violence is changing just 
as it did with drunk driving in the ’80s. 
She was chosen legislator of the year 
in 1990 by the Victims’ Rights Group in 
Massachusetts for her work on chang- 
ing the laws. 

“Society is changing but many peo- 
ple still believe in the age-old stereo- 
types and women continue to suffer. 
They believe she could leave if she 
really wanted to, or since she doesn’t 
leave and takes it she must like it or 


even provoke it. Many people even . 


believe if she tried harder in her mar- 
riage she wouldn’t be in that situa- 
tion,” Ms. Tucker said. 

Under the new law, convicted bat- 
terers must enter a treatment program 
at their own cost as a condition of pro- 
bation, 

In the past, many victims and their 
abusers were encouraged to seek mar- 


different engagements. 

“T want to help the public get over 
the fear when it comes to this disease,” 
she says. 

Talking to Ms. Murdock about her 
disease, one would think she was made 
of armor. 

Even through the most turbulent 
times, she managed to obtain her gen- 
eral educational diploma when she was 
25 years old. 

Her faith in God never dwindled and 
she has an endless supply of optimism. 

She says what she’s most tired of is 
always being “sick and tired.” 

She patiently waits for the good 
days. 


She says her last good day was four 
days ago. She doesn’t expect another 
one for another four months. 

“They don’t come very often, but 
they do come,” she says. 

Ms. Murdock experiences the sweats 
at night, nausea, and a strong feeling of 
exhaustion. 

She was on AZT, but says it made 
her sick. 

AZT is a drug used to inhibit the 


riage counseling, said Ms. Tucker. One 
of the primary problems was that the 
batterer never confronts his or her 
behavior. 

The implementation cominittee is 
still working on the guidelines for the 
treatment program. 

The committee is also working on 
establishing a statewide council to 
work with police, courts, shelter and 
support groups to coordinate treat- 
ment and protection for victims. 

Law enforcement 

Since 1984, law enforcement candi- 
dates have been required to complete 
eight hours of courses in handling 
domestic violence. Police are now 
required to file reports immediately on 
all domestic violence cases they inves- 
tigate and place them on file in order to 
create a paper trail that can be used in 
prosecuting a batterer. 

Police duties are now expanded to 
include assisting the victim to a safe 
place if necessary and informing the 
victim that the arrested batterer is eli- 
gible for bail and may promptly be 
released. 

Court officials must now make rea- 
sonable efforts to inform a victim of 
domestic violence prior to the release 
of an abuser on bail. 


The law protects police officers from 
law suits if the officer acted reasonably 
and in good faith making an abuse 
arrest. It also encourages police offi- 
cers to confiscate firearms at the scene 
of domestic violence. 

Ms. Tucker currently is working 
part time with Harvard College's 
School of Public Health on the imple- 
mentation of the new Abuse Preven- 
tion Act. 

She is also making public appear- 
ances talking on subjects ranging from 
women in politics, children’s and vic- 
tims’ rights, to getting political atten- 
tion for a cause.

reproduction of some of the viruses 
related to AIDS, including the human 
immunal virus (HIV). 

“T don’t feel good now, but when I 
was taking that, I really felt like I had - 
AIDS,” she says. 

She told her doctor that she didn’t 
want to continue the medication, but 
her doctor said she would die if she 
didn’t, 

She went back on it for a short 
while, but finally decided she’d had 
enough. “I felt like a truck ran over me, 
then backed up and ran over me 
again,” she says. 


If she had a chance to live her life 
over again, Ms. Murdock wouldn't 
change anything. “I’m happy with my 
life now,” she says. “I believe God has a 
plan for everybody’s life and this is his 
plan for me. Maybe this is what I had 
to look forward to in order to get to the 
point where I am today.” 

Ms. Murdock says except for her 
pastor, she doesn’t want many people 
present when she dies. 

“T want people to remember me 
when it was good.”

Women are afraid; some men understand

afraid, to be so vulnerable. When I 
said that to one man, he said, “I have 
a girl friend and a sister.” So he does 
understand. 


Women are afraid. We're afraid we 
might be raped or assaulted. I would 
like to walk my dog near Pomps Pond 
at night but I once did that and met a 
man walking there and I was afraid. 
He was fine, but I wasn’t sure of that 
at the moment. 


When I lived in New York City I 
took subways all over the place and I 
freely walked in Central Park. I 
wouldn’t do that today. There are 
many places a woman won’t go 
because she feels unsafe. 

Apparently women are often 
afraid to report incidences of abuse — 
afraid we won't be taken seriously, or 
even believed. 

It’s good the press is writing about 
rape. Of course the case of William 
Kennedy Smith means the issue of 
rape will be before the public for 
some time now. 

The more people acknowledge that 
the possibility of rape exists, that it 
happens, the more women will have 
the courage to report assaults. At the 
Townsman, we would report the 
name of a rape victim if that person 
agreed. If the person said no, we 
wouldn’t use the name. We would 
like to use the victim’s name because 
we believe using the name helps 
deliver the message that this is not 
the person at fault, that this person is 
a victim. 

We also know that if one person 
acknowledges rape, another person 
reading the account may be encour- 
aged to have the courage to report a 
batterer. 


I am impressed with the case of 
the 76-year-old Alton, N.H., woman 
who went public with details of her 
rape. That woman knows she is help- 
ing other victims, by telling her sto- 
ry. 

In the same breath, I'd like to con- 
gratulate Susan Tucker of Andover, 
our former state representative, who 
sponsored a bill that produced a law 
that takes effect today. Under the 
law, police can arrest suspected bat- 
terers. Heretofore, police often have 
tried to arbitrate what we in the 
newspaper business call “domestics.” 
They'd tell him to go cool off, he'd 
leave the house, and so would the 
police. Later, he’d return, beat, or 
maybe even kill her. 

Now, police arrest the alleged bat: 
terer, if there’s probable cause, even 
if the alleged victim isn’t willing to 
file a complaint. Often, a woman is 
too frightened to file a complaint 
against her partner. He may hunt her 
down later and beat her more. Or kill 
her. 

Or she may be frightened she can't 
support herself. She may have con- 
vinced herself she needs this man. 

So, Sue Tucker’s bill is a step in 
the right direction of protecting 
women.

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This family will 
not use the bus 


Editor, Townsman: 

I'm writing to explain why my wife 
and I decided not to use the school 
department's new optional busing ser- 
vice, We have two children at South 
School and we live within 1 1/2 miles, 
so the service would have cost us a lit- 
tle over $400 a year. We’re fortunate 
enough not to have suffered layoffs in 
our household, so the cost of the ser- 
Vice is not a problem for us as it is for 
many others. 

When school busing was free, we 
had the attitude that it was a mandato- 
ry part of the school program. It always 
seemed like the school day started 
when the kids climbed up the bus 
stairs and started socializing with 
their bus-mates. Now that it’s optional, 
we look at it from the consumer’s point 
of view, and ask ourselves whether it’s 
a good deal. Frankly, it’s a pig ina 
poke: We can't tell how good a deal it is 
unless we pay for it first. 

For one thing, the school depart- 
ment doesn’t figure out the routes until 
after the riders have signed up and the 
only guarantee is that they'll stop with- 
in a mile of the house. It’s just a bit 
over a mile to school. For another 
thing, the ride might take a long time. 
Things are just as uncertain from the 
school department’s point of view: 
They’re trying to guess who will pay 
for their new service. 

We believe these bus-routing prob: 
lems will be made worse because our 
neighbors have, like us, decided not to 
sign up for the service. Will the bus 
come down our street for just two kids 
or will the kids have to walk up and 
wait on busy Woburn Street? To find 
out, we have to sign up and pay for the 
service. Getting to school was easier 
when we didn’t know we had a choice. 
In any case, we have decided to orga- 
nize a car pool with some neighbors. 

In the last days of last school year, 
the parents watching their kids at the 
bus stop started talking about mount: 
ing a mild protest by disruption. The 
theory is for every family to drive their 
kids to school at the same time and cre- 
ate a traffic jam the likes of which 
hasn’t been seen north of the Central 
Artery in Boston. Upon seeing this traf- 
fic jam, the Schoo] Committee will, 
according to the theory, relent and 
restore free (that is, tax-supported) bus 
service. 

I think this misses the point. The 
point is for parents, principals, teach- 
ers, and the School: Committee to coop- 
erate, and do our best to maintain the 
quality of education in the face of the 
reduced budget. It’s more important to 
get our kids to school and get them edu- 
cated than it is to win or lose in School 
Committee politics. 

The budget cuts are bad. We can 
make them less so by cooperating with 
each other. For one thing, there are 


going to be lots of cars appearing at 
eaeh school daily. The school adminis- 
trations can cooperate by opening up 
the circular driveways to a disciplined 
flow of traffic. 

Many private schools in this area 
have solved this traffic problem. I’m 
sure the people who run them would be 
glad to talk things over with their pub- 
lic-school counterparts. 

Parents can cooperate by setting up 
and sticking with carpools. Students 
(remember them?) can cooperate by 
staying out of the school parking lots 
and driveways during dropoff and 
pickup times. 

The school department can cooper- 
ate by figuring out tentative bus routes 
and issuing another appeal for paying 
riders. If the bus goes past our house, 
we would change our minds and pay 
for the service. 

The School Committee can cooper- 
ate by making it clear they want the 
new school-transport system to work 
and by not changing the rules. 

This, too, shall pass. Until it does, 
let’s make the best of it.

Stop dumping 
on town land 


Editor, Townsman: 

Dear Ms. (Ginny) Cohen: 

Your letter to the editor, “Please 
don’t dump here” published in the 
June 6 Townsman, raised issues that 
have troubled the Andover Conserva- 
tion Commission for a long time. 
Specifically, it reports a pattern of 
dumping on town-owned conservation 
land by the neighborhood, and forceful- 
ly states the case for the need to end the 
abuse of the town’s open space, 

Thank you for making an effort to 
bring this matter to the commission’s 
attention. I would like to take this 
opportunity to respond to the concerns 
raised in your letter and to provide a 
brief explanation of what we mean by 
“conservation land” for you and the 
readers of the “letters to the editor” 
section of our local papers. 

At present approximately 1,500 
acres of conservation land is owned by 
the town of Andover and placed in per- 
petuity under the care and custody of 
the Conservation Commission. The 
land was acquired by the commission 
for a variety of reasons, not the least of 
which is our belief that the scattering 
of “green” spaces throughout the resi- 
dential areas results in more pleasant 
living in the adjacent neighborhoods, 
In spite of our problems, we still 
believe that Andover is and will 
remain a desirable place to live princi- 
pally because of the open, semi-rural 
atmosphere created by that conserva- 
tion and other preserved land through- 
out the town. 

The term “conservation land” is 
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often used interchangeably with the 
term “wetland.” This understanding is 
incorrect. While many conservation 
areas happen to be wetlands subject to 
protection under the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act, the majority 
of Andover’s wetlands are privately 
owned and, on the other hand, many 
town-owned conservation areas are all 
or predominantly dry, up-lands. 

The disposal of yard wastes has 
become a long-term problem for society 
and also affects us here in Andover, 
When the town population was smaller 
there was less of a problem, or more 
simply, fewer people and more open 
space, with a wide open town dump, 
resulted in far fewer incidents of con- 
centrated dumping such as you 
described. 


Now, with the continuing loss of 


open space to development and the 
increasing town population density, we 
are seeing increasing misuse of the 
remaining open land for dumping pur: 
poses. I wish I could find a pleasant 
solution to that problem, but so far I 
don’t know of one, 

Some perfectly nice people who 
would never consider dumping their 
trash in their neighbor’s yard do not 
hesitate to dump in the commonly 
owned land right next to their neigh- 
bor’s yard .. . and then there are that 
smaller, but more aggravating, number 
of the not-so-nice people who always 
seem to be with us and dumping. . . 
and the commercial collectors who find 
fewer and fewer places that will accept 
their clean up collections . . . etc.! 

The imminent prohibition of such 
material from sanitary landfills and 
resource recovery plants (incinerators) 
will no doubt result in increased dump- 
ing onto conservation land in the short 
term. However, responsible solutions 
to the disposal problem have been at 
least partially implemented and may 
serve as a model. 

As you may know the Conservation 
Commission has cooperated in starting 
a managed municipal leaf composting

program at the the Bald Hill Conserva- 
tion area at High Plain Road. In the 
opening six weeks of operation last 
year approximately 280 tons of leaves 
were collected and composted in accor- 
dance with guidelines established 
between the commonwealth and the 
town. The composted end product will 
be used for municipal projects and the 
community gardens. Similar disposal 
solutions to yard wastes such as grass 
dippings may be implemented in the 
future, In the meantime we need to pre- 
vent our nearby open space areas from 
becoming dumps. 

How do we deal with this wide vari- 
ety of dumpers who range from the 
sweet old lady who occasionally throws 
a few leaves into the “empty woods” 
over the property line, to the operator 


who backs up a five-ton truck loaded 
with building trash and dumps it on 
“our” land? One way is to write letters 
like this, and to get the local paper to 
publish them. Hopefully, all who read 
will cease any and all dumping on our 
town lands. Some might. I certainly 
hope so. 5 

This is also a good time to remind 
those who use chemical lawn treat- 
ments that these often include the use 
of deadly poisons that, when spread out 
enough, are of a low enough concentra- 
tion so that no one is hurt. But, when 
you pile these clippings you concen- 
trate the poisons. If you must use 
chemical lawn care, please use a com- 
posting mower and leave the clippings 
spread out on the lawn. 

However, the temptation to dump 
always seems to be too strong to resist 
for some people. The only solution that 
has had any hope of keeping the prob- 
lem down to tolerable proportions 
(notice, I did not say solve the problem) 
is enforcement. Under the provisions 
of M.G.L.C. 40, Section 8C the commis- 
sion maintains conservation land for 
“conservation purposes’ and has 
adopted rules and regulations for use 
of conservation land. The current 
rules, adopted in 1978, prohibit the 
dumping of any material whatsoever. 
Violation of this provision is punish- 
able by imposition of a fine. 

Under the provisions of the newly 
adopted non-criminal disposition for 
violations of bylaws and formal rules 
and regulations, the town will shortly 
begin issuing a $25 ticket for first 
offenses, and a $50 ticket for second 
offenses. Dumpers beware! 

And the first line of effective 
enforcement is the adjacent property- 
owners. While all citizens are asked to 
discourage any illegal dumping they 
see by peaceful means, we especially 
call upon our concerned citizens to vol- 
unteer to take a proprietary interest in 
specific nearby town lands as conser- 
vation overseers. An overseer has an 
official position with responsibilities 
and authority with further backup by 
our conservation administrator and, 
when required, the local police. Con- 
servation overseers are appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen and town man- 
ager to oversee individual conserva- 
tion properties. The commission’s goal 
is to have a least one overseer for each 
conservation area. 

Given your demonstrated interest 
the commission would be pleased to 
recommend your appointment to 
become a conservation overseer for the - 
Tea Lot Estates Green Area. Readers 
interested in overseeing other Conser- 
vation Commission lands should write 
to: Town of Andover, Conservation 
Commission, Town Hall, 36 Bartlet St.; 
Andover 01810. 

Maintaining conservation land in its 
open, natural condition is our mutual 
responsibility. Again, thank you for 
your interest.

Walking tour tells town’s history 
as recorded by old cemeteries

Historic cemeteries are the subject of the 
next walking tour jointly sponsored by the 
Andover Historical Society and Department 
of Community Services Wednesday, Aug. 7. 

The walk begins at the society’s Amos 
Blanchard House, 97 Main St., promptly at 
12:30 p.m. Lemonade and cookies are avail- 
able at noon for those who come with a bag 
lunch to enjoy the ambiance of this old prop- 
erty. 

Living in Andover, an historic town, stim- 
ulates interest in the past, appreciation for 
the present and concern for the future. One 
of the best resources is found in the early 
burying grounds: South Church, Christ 
Church and Chapel. 

The South Parish Burying-yard was estab- 
lished in 1710 on a hilltop site to the rear of 
the meetinghouse. Winged death heads, 
cherubs and skulls adorn the slate grave- 
stones of Andover’s early families. 

Ann Blanchard’s 1723 marker is a typical 
example. Layout was not planned in old buri- 
al grounds, though the headstones and foot- 
stones were often placed in an east-west loca- 
tion for religious reasons. 

Christ Church Cemetery is part of a tradi- 
tional New England ecclesiastical complex 
with church, rectory, school offices and bury- 
ing yard. The Parish Register records the 


first burial in 1840. Family graves with 
names like Marland, Valpey, Tyer, Punchard 
and Byers represent not only the new Episco- 
pal Society but also the recently arrived 
townspeople of the 19th century. 

This cemetery and Chapel Cemetery at 
Phillips Academy contain a variety of stone 
materials, shapes and designs. Granite mon- 
uments and marble markers in Chapel Ceme- 
tery symbolize memorials to the Academy 
Hill Historic District’s three institutions: 
Andover Theological Seminary and Phillips 
and Abbot academies. 

These cemeteries illustrate American folk 
art, represent historic New England land- 
scapes and contain tangible records of 
Andover’s residents. More information can 
be found on location maps and family lists 
available in the society’s Caroline Underhill 
Research Library. 

The next planned walking tour will 
explore the Andover Village Industrial Dis- 
trict Thursday, Aug. 29. 

The cost of both walks is $2. 

Also at the society is an ongoing survey of 
the cemeteries. The library’s hours are 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday and 
Wednesday evenings until 8:30.

Judge Fenton will complete the 
remainder of Chief Administrative 
Justice Arthur M. Mason’s term. It is a 
seven-year term that begins for Judge 
Fenton Jan. 7 when Judge Mason 
reaches age 70, the mandatory retire- 
ment age. 

For three successive fiscal years the 
state courts have suffered major cuts 
in its appropriations, according to 
court personnel, Due to the coopera- 
tive efforts of the administrative jus- 
tices of the trial court, judges, clerks, 
clerk-magistrates, employees and 
employee unions, the judicial branch 
has managed almost alone in state gov- 
ernment to end each fiscal year with- 
out a deficit. This successful effort to 
live within the budget has come about 
because of the leadership of Chief 
Administrative Justice of the Trial 
Court Arthur M, Mason, according to 
the court. 


The budget for Fiscal Year 1992 
reduces judicial branch appropriations 
by more than $6.5 million dollars, 
according to the courts.

School, he received a bachelor of arts 
degree from the College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester in 1951, a juris doc- 
tor degree from Boston College Law 
School in Chestnut Hill in 1954 and a 
master of laws from Harvard Law 
School in Cambridge in 1955.
